Fewer Bankruptcies Filed 


During 1934 In Nebraska 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19—(AP) 


—Farm bankruptcies turned the 
corner downward in Nebraska in 
1934. 
Less than 100 farm bank- 


ruptcies were recorded during the 
year in the state, and the federal 
bureau of agricultural economics 
here reported the 84 cases repre- 
sented both a decrease in the Ne- 
braska farm bankruptcies as com- 
pared with 1933 and 
a smaller 


proportion 
of 
the state's total 


bankruptcies. 


The number of Nebraska farm 


bankruptcies dropped from 109 in 
1933 to 84 in 1934 and in so doing 


cut the percentage of Nebraska 
bankruptcies attributed to farmers 
from 22 per cent in 1933 to 19.1 
per cent in 1934. There were 496 
bankruptcies of all kinds reported 
for Nebraska in 1933 and 439 for 
1934. 


Nebraska's proportion of farm 


bankruptcies to total was lower 
than for most of its neighbors.

general expectation was Febru- 
ary 4. 


Fifteen other cases also were 


before the court, but principal in- 
terest centered in the gold litiga- 
tion. 


Though many observers did not 


look for the announcement until 
February 4 because the writing of 
opinions after the court makes up 
its mind is a somewhat lengthy 
process, others pointed to some 
major cases of the past in which 
the judges announced a verdict.

United States granting congress o permit 
to enact a law relating to the employ- 
ment ol children under 18 years, and 
the proposed amendment being not In It- 
sell a law but a permit to enact a law 
applicable to all the states, and Us pri- 
mary Intent being to Insure every child an 
equal opportunity to acquire an education, 
with equal Intent to prevent the exploita- 
tion of child labor by greedy and con- 
scienceless employers, and it Is neither the 
intent nor purpose to grant to congress a 
permit to enact a law that will Interfere 
w^f the right of parents to employ their 
own children In farm or household tasks 
nor to Interfere In any manner or form 
with, parental rights to educate their chil- 
dren In any school of their choice. There- 
fore be it resolved by the Nebraska League 
of Women Voters that 
this 
proposed 
amendment Is a further and necessary 
step in the protection of children and the 
development of a tetter citizenship through 
preventing the- sacnfics of children and 
insuring proper education of future uen- 
cratiom; and therefore should DC ratified 
by every forward looking state and we 
respectfully petition the houst. and senate 
of the Nebraska legislature now m session 
to speedily ratify the proposed amend- 
ment."

Chinch Menace No 
Worse; Bare Says 
Bugs Going North 


Chinch bug infestation in Ne- 


braska will not be any more 
severe this year than it was last 
summer, O .S. Bare, state exten- 
sion entomologist at the agricul- 
tural college said here Saturday. 


Mr. Bare's statement followed a 


press dispatch quoting Dr. P. N. 
Annand of the department of ag- 
riculture at Washington as say- 
ing the infestation in 1935 would 
.be more severe in the midwest 
than last year. 


"A peculiar thing has hap- 


pened," Bare said. "The infesta- 
tion was heaviest in the southern 
part of the state but our survey 
shows that it is now heaviest in 
Douglas, Sarpy, Cass and Saun- 
ders counties. The chinch bugs 
have moved north." He also said 
bordering counties would be some- 
what infested and that in the 
southeast" corner of Dodge county 
signs of an infestation had been 
noted. 


Bare said that drives to reduce 


the menace were being staged in 
Douglas and Cass counties es- 
pecially, 
by 
burning off 
the 


bunch grass and weeds in which 
the chinch bug army has taken 
up winter quarters. 
He stated 


that, contrary to Dr. Annand's 
opinion, experience in Nebraska 
has shown that weather condi- 
tions do not have much effect on 
increasing 
or decreasing 
the 


number of the insects. 


In most places there are not 


as many chinch bugs as last year, 
Bare said, and taking the state as 
whole, the menace is not as great.

Congressman Harry Coffee makes on the North 


fend the Middle Loup projects. Representative Cof- 
Jee is quoted by the Associated Press as saying 
that he had spent a half day with PWA officials 
fend he found "both projects were slated for re- 
jection." 


With admirable candor, Mr. Coffee is reported 


by the Associated Press as declaring "he felt the 
people of the two districts should not be 'kidded 
along,' but should be given a chance to know the 
facts of the PWA's real attitude toward them. 


"I am tremendously interested in the develop- 


ment of these two fertile valleys with their never 
failing water supply, which appear to me to be 
very favorable projects, but which the PWA 
engineers have declared to be technically unsound 
fmd not self-liquidating projects." 


Congressman Coffee erred in one respect, though, 


if correctly represented, when he suggests "poli- 
tical pressure seems to be of no avail." Neither 
the Middle Loup or the North Loup project has 
been the beneficiary of political pressure. The two 
were sent back to Washington on their merits. 
They were presented in Washington on their merits, 
and not on the basis of political expediency. The 
story from then on is filled with disillusionment. 
iWhen representatives of the projects appeared to 
discuss details with the examining bureaus, no seri- 
ous technical objection ever was raised to the plans 
prepared, and no direct intimation was given for 
months that the bureaus considered the projects 
non-liquidating. Congressman Coffee speaks ad- 
visedly when he suggests it is wrong to kid people 
along. If the department at Washington entertains 
this view with respect to these two or to other 
projects, it has been most dilatory and derelict in 
making its views known. 


One fact, which can be substantiated from the 


records, is overlooked by Mr. Coffee, and for 
which he is not to blame in the least. Mr. Coffee 
a new member, showing commendable energy, was 
not in Washington when the projects reached there 
originally. But few major projects of this type 
have had the approval of a portion of the PWA 
board in Washington in the beginning. Approval, 
came only after long and arduous fights in their 
behalf. The record shows that the people of the 
North and the Middle Loup valleys engaged the 
best engineering talent at their disposal; that they 
sent comprehensive and fully detailed plans to 
Washington in support of their application; that 
they had supporting contracts in at least one in- 
stance for a considerable acreage of land and a 
considerable amount of electrical energy, that they 
made no effort whatsoever to procure political 
support but were content to rest their cases upon 
their merits. 


This is a fight in which the whole state of Ne- 


braska has a stake in the preservation of vital 
farming communities and in the important con- 
servation of water. It affects those sections in the 
eastern 
counties as 
well 
as 
those 
regions 


within the river valleys. Over the next twenty-five 
years, its essential relation to continued prosperity 
and progress will be appreciated the more deeply. 
The Loup valleys, and the other areas embraced in 
projected water storage projects, are fighting with 
their backs to the wall for the salvation of their 
basic indusky. 


In the broad scheme of national planning and the 


development of natural resources, this program 


deserves a part. It should not be necessary in the 
light of the experience of the last live years, 
characterized by a steady decline in water tables 
and climaxed by a frightful drouth last summer, 
to point out that the sensible, intelligent program 
in Nebraska is to conserve every gallon of water 
which can be saved. 


Nebraska's delegation in-congress can contribute 


no greater service to its constituency than to con- 
tinue the fight for recognition of these projects. 
By the same measure through which others were 
given approval, they are entitled to support. 


Mother and Son.

For it is only 
human for a mother to be by the side of her son, 
even though she may know that he is a remorse- 
less killer. 


But the goverment is headed in the right direc- 


tion. It must be steel against steel. Gangland it- 
self developed a ruthlessness which exacted a 
frightful toll from innocent people; and cost the 
lives of many brave and courageous officers who 
made the sacrifice to perform their duty. So "Ma" 
Barker died alongside her son, and where a few 
years back there would have been columns devoted 
to sob stories calculated to appeal to the sentiment 
and the sympathies of the public, there was a not- 
able absence of any such material. 


On the same day that Barker and his mother 


were killed, several hundred miles away two des- 
perate criminals were shot down by officers and 
on the Pacific coast, a daring break from San 
Quentin prison was nullified within a few hours by 
recapture of the prisoners. Each week adds to the 
conviction that the government has .secured the 
upper hand in its warfare against crime, and the 
old arrogance and indifference with which gang- 
land treated law is at an end. 


Appointive Judges. 


TITHE bills now before the legislature proposing 


constitutional amendments for providing for 


the appointment of supreme, district and munici- 
pal court judges by the governor will doubtless 
be widely and freely discussed before they are 
voted upon by the people of the state, provided 
the legislators see fit to order them placed upon 
the ballot. 


The proposal has no little merit, though, like 


every other question, there are two fides to it. 
It is contended that judges who do not look ahead 
to future elections are more apt to decide cases 
more certainly upon their merits, and without re- 
gard to what effect their actions might have upon 
their political futures. Judges will of course insist 
that they are never swayed "by political exigencies. 


In this connection it pointed out that federal 


judges are all appointed for life and that the people 
as a whole hold in veneration the supreme court 
in Washington and have the greatest respect for 
the circuit and district judges. Such a plan for 
placing jurists on the bench calls for the very 
highest talent in the land. Those thus elevated 
know that their positions are secure and that an 
opinion unpopular at the time, cannot jeopardize 
their tenure. 


On the other hand, many people are apt to 


argue that there should be no such thing as life 
tenure for any official; that impeachment prose- 
cutions are difficult and seldom result in convic- 
tion and dismissal. They will say that one who has 
a life job is more apt to be corrupt or arbitrary 
than one ^ who must periodically go before the 
electorate and ask re-election upon his record. 


That is just the opposite to the contention of the 


advocates of the change, who assert that it is 
security which makes the independent judge and 
that there are many who would be ornaments to 
the bench who decline to make politicians of them- 
selves lor the sake of position. 


The debate promises to be a lively one, for 


there will be many intelligent and conscientious 
people found on both sides of the question.

LLOYD HAMFLTON, 
COMEDIAN, DEAD 


Film Actor Succumbs 


After Operation, 
Alone, As In Life. 


HOLLYWOOD, Cal.. Jan. 19— 


(AP)—Alone, as in life, Lloyd 
Hamilton, veteran comedian of the 
screen, died suddenly last night 
after an operation for a stomach 
disorder. He was 43. 


Not only were scores of his 


friends unaware of his passing, 
but few had even known that he 
was ill. Always a lonely, solitary 
fiure in the bustlin movie colony, 
Hamilton had practically dropped 
from sight in the last few months. 


One of the most popular comedi- 


ans on the screen, Hamilton, like 
Charles Chaplin, was a portrayer 
of the "underdog" in his film roles. 


He was large, pudgy, baby- 


faced. 
He seldom smiled in his 


pictures, took toe role of the "goat" 
and seemed to prefer it in his life 
off screen. 
His little, checkered 


cap, perched perilously atop his 
big head, became almost as famous 
as Chaplin's oversized shoes. 


Known Only to Few. 


His personal habits, his mode of 


living, and even the address of his 
home were known to only a very 
few persons. 


Hamilton was born in Oakland, 


Cal., of parents who were non- 
theatrical people. 
He left home 


when he was 18 years of age as 
a member of a stock company. 


In 1914, he entered pictures and 


quickly shot up to the top 
in 


comedy. 
After several years of 


inactivity 
he recently made 
a 


"comeback," but fell and broke a 
leg. Shortly after leaving the hos- 
pital, he fell and broke the other 
leg. 


Hamilton was married twice. 


His first wife was known on- the 
screen as Ethel Floyd. They were 
divorced in 1925. Two years later, 
he married Irene Dalton, who had 
been his leading lady.

Cincler MacMickle Tfodges was

the following clause: "that the op-i 
ponent must meet the approval of 
the champion, provided this ap- 
proval is not unreasonably with- 
held."'
